Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  sixteenth  Annual 
Report  on  the  Sanitary  Circumstances,  the  Sanitary  admin- 
istration and  the  Vital  statistics  of  the  Dorchester 
Rural  District.  This  report  is  arranged  in  accordance 
with  instructions  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health. 


As  from  1st.  April  1933  the  Dorchester  Rural 
District  has  been  enlarged,  to  the  north,  to  take  in  a 
part  of  the  former  Cerne  Rural  District,  and  to  the  south 
to  take  in  about  half  of  the  former  V/eymouth  Rural  District. 

Dr.  E.E.  Dalton  formerly  M.O.H.  for  the  Cerne 
Area  retired  at  the  end  of  last  year,  and  I v/as  appointed 
for  the  v/hole  area  as  from  1st.  January  1937,

GENERAL  PROVISION  of  HEALTH  SERVICES  in  the  MEA. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS  - see  the  'beginning  of  this  report* 

LABCffi/^TORY  FACILITIES,  Bacteriological  and  pathological 
investigations  are  carried  out  by  The  Clinical  Investigation 
Laboratory,  2a  Wimborne  Road,  Bournemouth.  The  bacteriological 
examination  of  sputum  is  done  at  the  Poole  Laboratory,  King 
Street,  Poole>  under  the  Dorset  County  Council  Scheme. 

Water  samples  are  analysed  for  the  Council  by  Dr.  R.P. 
Charles,  County  Analyst  for  Dorset,  Old  Library  House,  Dean 
Park  Road,  Bournemouth^ 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES.-  Cases  of  infectious  disease  from  the 
middle  and  northern  part  of  the  new  area  e2?c  removed  in  the 
Infectious  diseases  motor-ambulance  belonging  to  the  Borough 
of  Dorchester  and  kept  at  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital.  Cases 
from  Osmington  district  and  the  district  between  Chickerell  & 
Abbotsbury  (inclusive)  are  moved  by  the  Weymouth  Corporation 
motor  ambulance  to  the  Yifeymouth  Borough  Isolation  Hospital, 

These  services  are  adequate. 
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The  latter  hospital  also  admits  cases  of  Tuberculosis  under 
the  County  Scheme. 

Other  cases,  pneumonia,  puerperal  fever,  ophthalmia  neona- 
torum, etc,,  are  admitted  to  the  Dorset  County  Hospital  & Wey- 
mouth & District  Hospital.

No  changes  during  the  year  in  the  hospital  services. 

Since  May  1926  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  have  been 
admitted  from  this  district  to  the  Dorchester  Borough  Isolation 
Hospital  where  there  is  usually  ample  accommodation  for  those 
cases.  Should  this  hospital  be  unable  to  take  cases  I am 
authorised  to  arrange  for  their  admission  to  the  Weymouth 
Borough  Isolation  Hospital. 

Cases  occurring  in  the  Osmington  district  and  in  the  area 
between  Chickerell  and  Abbotsbury  (inclusive)  are  isolated  at 
the  Weymouth  Borough  Isolation  Hospital  as  this  is  much  more 
convenient  to  the  families  concerned  for  visiting,  etc,

A piped  supply  to  Charminster  and  to  Herrison  Hospital, 

The  undermentioned  villages  have  a more  or  less  complete 
piped  water  supply.  In  some  cases  the  supply  is  private  and 
only  supplies  a part  of  the  village.  The  chief  supplies  are 
an  undertaking  at  Maiden  Newton  & Frome  Vauchurch  by  this  Coun- 
cil, the  supply  to  Chickerell  from  V/eymouth  Borough,  and  to 
Charminster  and  Herrison  Hospital  b3r  this  Council, 
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The  following  parishes  have  a piped  water  supply: - 
Abbotsbury,  Bincoitibe,  Bradford  Peverell,  Broadraayne,  Cattistock, 
Charminster,  Chickerell,  Chilfrorae  (3  houses),  Compton  Abbas 
(partial),  Dowlish,  Frome  Vauchurch,  Langton  Herring,  Maiden 
Newton,  Minterne  Magna,  Osmington,  Owermoigne,  Portisham,  Poxwell, 
Sydling  St,  Nicholas  (partial),  Toller  Pratinuii,  Warmwell,  Winter- 
borne  Came,  Winterborne  Herrings tone,  Winterborne  Monkton, 
Winterborne  St.  Martin  (numerous  houses  supplied  from  the  Portland 
Urban  District  Council  Reservoir),  Friar  Waddon,  ?/interborne 
Steepleton  and  'Wynford  Eagle. 

WATER  SAMPLES. 

Five  samples  of  water  were  taken  and  analysed  during  the 
year.  These  were  from  Row,  Buckland  Newton,  Sydling  St,  Nicholas 
and  Charminster,  They  were  all  unfit  for  domestic  purposes, 

(ii)  DRAINAGE  and  SEWERAGE.  There  is  no  drainage  scheme  in 
this  district. 

Chickerell,  a somewhat  compact  and  densely  populated  area 
is  situated  on  the  Oxford  Clay  and  consequently  trouble  is  caused 
with  the  overflow  from  cesspools.  The  area  requires  a proper 
drainage  system. 
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Malden  Newton  a very  compact  and  large  village  with  a water 
supply,  also  requires  a proper  drainage  system. 

2.  POLLUTION  of  STREAMS. 

The  river  at  Osmington  Mills  has  been  carefully  inspected 
and  by  means  of  colour  tests  numerous  drains  have  been  found 
to  empty  into  and  pollute  it.  Steps  are  being  taken  to  have 
this  nuisance  abated.

This 
arrangement  is  quite  satisfactory. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the 
collection  of  night  soil  weekly  at  twenty-seven  houses  in 
Charminstor.  This  is  carried  out  by  the  Refuse  Contractor. 
Otherwise  the  cleansing  of  Earth  Closets,  privies,  ashpits 
and  cesspools  is  not  undertaken  by  this  authority.

No  Smallpox  has  been  notified  and  no  action  called  for 
under  the  Public  Health  (Smallpox  Prevention)  Regulations  1917. 

School  intimations  of  infectious  disease  arc  investigated 
by  me,  the  children  examined  in  the  Schools  and  overlooked 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  arc  sometimes  discovered  in  this  way.

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SCARI^T  FEVER.  Twenty-two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year, 
ten  of  which  occurred  in  Chickerell,  and  seven  in  Puddletown* 
At  Chickerell  a boy  who  had  recently  been  discharged  from 
Isolation  Hospital,  was  found  to  have  a discharge  from  his  ear 
and  he  appeared  to  have  infected  his  father  and  two  other 
relatives.  At  Puddletown  an  entire  family  of  father,  mother 
and  three  children  developed  the  disease.  Only  two  cases 
occurred  in  this  village  during  the  latter  half  of  the  year. 

DIPHTHERIA.  Seven  cases  were  notified,  all  at  Chickerell.  Two 
of  the  cases  were  in  an  overcrowded  house.  In  another  in- 
stance, a grandmother,  mother  and  child  in  one  family  were 
infected. 

PARATYPHOID  FEVER.  One  case  was  notified  but,  after  isolation 
in  hospital,  it  was  found  not  to  be  a case, 

DYSENTERY . Fifty-one  cases  were  notified  all  being  at  Herrison 
Hospital. 

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA.  Arrangements  were  made  for  free 
immunisation  in  the  schools  throughout  the  district  during  the 
summer  term.  The  follov/ing  list  shows  the  schools  at  which  the 
clinics  were  held  and  the  number  of  children  who  completed  the 
course  of  three  injections :-
